MENACE STRESSED 

Will -Talk In Lcagur Against 
War on Modern 
Problems 

■ McGlll students will have an oppor- 
tunity to heai: the distinguished Ital- 
ian scholar, Prof. Gaetanb Solvemlni 
when he addresses the League Against 
War and the Suppression of Civil Lib- 
erties this afternoon on "Fascism and 
its relation to the student." Tlie 
meeting will begin at four-tliirty in 
Strathcona Haii. Author, lecturer and 
scholar. Professor Salvemini is well 
known in the academic circles of Eur- 
ope and America. He was for many 
years Professor of Modern History at 
the University of Florence and was 
consldei-ed to be one of the foremost 
authorities on social questions. 

When the Fascist Dlctatorslilp came 
into power he continued to teach his 
liberal doctrines despite the risk of 
losing his high position in the Italian 
University, He was deprived of his 
property and civil rights and forced 
to flee - the^epuniry. He is how lec- 
turing at Harvard University. 
Interest Aroiued 
His address will deal with Fascist 
tendencies ' and their significance for 
the modem 'student. In many Ameri- 
can -and Canadian universities there 
has been a definite upsurge of .inter- 
est in this question, owing to recent 
events in Europe. Inasmuch as Pro- 
fessor Salvemini has tiad first hand 
exporiaKe with his subject his ad- 
dress ïii expected to be of Interelst to 
McOill students, particularly > those 
who responded to the War Question- 
naire. 

At the beginning of the meeting 
there will be a short discussion of the 
coming activities of .the League. The

Desire to Find Common 
Truth Aim of 
Organixation 

. "The justification for the existence 
of the World Student Christian Fed- 
eration "lies In itt,_ irtjlllty.'rto break 
down our prejudio^ so 'that we may 
taste of the life ,cternal."' This was 
the conclusion arrived at by Miss Mar- 
garet Kinney who , addressed the ga- 
thering at Divinity |Chapcl last night. 
. .The speaker began by drawing at- 
tention to the fact.'that suob a move- 
ment :f did .^nist, .aiiid ventured on a 

quarters in Geneva." "She then dis- 
cussed .the significance of this federa- 
tion, and pointed out that its inter- 
national character was not due to any 
promotion of good-will and under- 
standing among the participating 
countries. This point n-as illustrated 
by a reference to the I..S.— another 
International movement' that was 
formed at the end of the Great War 
to provide students with ' the means 
of living. ■ At a conference in Paris 
last summer thèhr executive requested 
the withdrawal of the German group 
because of political difficulties. 

Real Unit Formed 
' As an, interesting contrast,.the.W. S. 
C F. existed even during the war. This" 
seems to be its unique character— that 
It Is stronger, than any other loyalties 
of bh1;h or education. There was no 
uniformity ot^ea^m philosophy of 
life at the craRRHiv?'of this group, 
and yet It formed a very real unit dur- 
ing the time It was In session. These 
students came together on a "basis of 
common loyalty— as Christians who de- 
sired, to find a common truth: to bear 
witness to God's worit; and to act oii 
what they considered to be true." It 
was a recognition of the divine In 
every man, resulting In a desire to do 
nothing to annihilate the full realiza- 
tion of another's pcrsor«allty. 
' Miss, Kinuey pointed out that the 
discovery" of an answer to the common 
problems of pur generation is not the' 
real basis of this movement. 91ie stated 
that she was coming to realize that 
'the "Kingdom I " "od"' does not mean 
unanimity, or the ar.clent belief that 
heaven is a place of "tearless eyes, 
and sexless souls." 

The speaker mode an attempt to 
define her oonceptlon of the Kingdom 
of God by saying that; it , is. "something 
we create by pain- and sufférihg 
among oiirselves." was this concep- 
tion of heaven that held the confer- 
ence together. The members felt' that 
"whatever was true demanded their 
complete aiid whole selves, -«nd^lnclud- 
ed all who honestly desired to seek 
its true meanhig." .. ; 

Prejudices Removed''; 

The Federation endeavours to prd' 
mote the conditions that irtll be fa- 
vourable to the- growth of this King- 
dom. It does so In two ways. In the 
first place it removes i prejudices 
of race^aind creed; and secondly it 
ellmlSSpssftdlscrlmlnBtlon a m o n g 
groups. slUiey learnij^to . ^assume;; the 
tragedies and respbiisitiilitieis or more 
unfortunate groups— which is the true 
meaning of "love thy neighbour." 

If the movement snccieds in its at- 
tempt? to bring the realization of the 
Kingdom of God to its full expression 
in this world, its cxîstence has been 
more thiin Justified. In this Movement 
Canada must share to the utmoet of:

The. main • lecture theatre of ' the 
Macdonald Chemistry and Mining 
Buildhig was the scene of the thh-d 
gathering of the Chemical Society. 
Dr. A.. A. Douglas, the lecturer in 
astro-physics here, spoke on a subject 
of great interest to' the chemists, 
iKSteUarliand<iiiiterstellBr Gases." 
'!W![itS''dlscusstog the important facts 
concernhig the stars, the speaker 
showed the results of photographic 
observation; . on their emitted light 
by means of slides, . Photography in 
astronomy serves as the- most success- 
ful means of obtainhlg: permanent rec- 
ords of out earth's neighbours, stated 
the speaker. Describing the telescopes 
of some of thè' most famous observa- 
rles. Dr. Douglas indicated how the 
observer could get the desired result. 

Among the i)inety-two elements that 
we know of there are but twenty-four 
which arc either absent or of doubt- 
ful occurrences ■ at the present time. 
Most are being accounted for in the 
periodic outburstii of gases 'oh ttie 
^g^s. thie speaker pientioried. A most 
Interesting remark' made in thé dis- 
cussions which followed was that the 
missing elements constituted families. 
On the othes hand, if the body Is a 
cold one, the results obtained in Sub- 
mitting the . light, jreflected ' in this 
case, to sp^^û^^m^^ were dif- 
ferent, ;althOTSp!înoPS'^ntlrety. 
,' At the close of the discussion which 
followed. Dr. Hibberd was congratu- 
lated on having presented'^s'ucH:' an 
interesting speaker. Dr. Johnson ex- 
pressed the prevalent , opinion that if 
all the society meetings were like 
this one, the year would be a very 
successful one. Dr. Hibberd thanked 
Dr. Douglas, for. her most interesting 
talk. The ovation indicated' the ap- 
proval of the listeners. '

Mussolini Tliinks War Best 
Means of Progress and 
Civilization 

Describing Muœollnl as a supreme 
believer in advertising. Professor Gae- 
tano Salvemini, antl-Fasolst and Ital- 
ian exile, delivered an address yester- 
day afternoon at the People's Forum 
on "The Menace of 'Fàsdinn^ln Italy." 
"Dictatorship is a system under which 
blind obedience is the foremost duty 
of all subjects," stated the speaker. 
The nation is incarnated In a savioiur— 
in Italy's case, Mussolini. Italy is 
surrounded b;^ a group of Jealqiu na- 
>r^agë3;:ttii^àlm'!ofiéa^ 

^MittSolra°nM^aï wemendous' follow- 
ing among the young people in Italy. 
The situation is really dangerous un- 
der such oohflitiotu bécaasè when the 
leader, barks the. batch bark in chorus. 
In poUtlps words c^e deeds. And Mus- 
solini's words are taken with the sense 
of a dog following his .master. Musso- 
lini and his followers|?ay^Wiat war is 
the best means of progress and civili- 
zation. And what Mussolini says goes. 
Eiawpe and Italy are full of men whose 
thoughts do not differ from those of 
II Duce. Mussolini la a master in the 
art of bluffing, and there is no one 
more willing to pass fVom words to 
deeds than hpi " HisiflèryitalkVlsînierc- 
ly to rouse the enthuslasm of his fol- 
lowers. * 

War Impossible 
"Neither Mussolini nor an.vone else 
can start a war today," said the speak- 
er, "unless backed by diplomacy ai^d 
arms of some other areat power. When 
peace wavers Mussolini wlU seize his 
chance. But the key.? of tlie temple of 
■mi are In the hands of Great Britain 
and the United Stales,, not in Musso- 
lini's." In an age of plenty people 
gave credit' to democratic institutions. 
In adversity they blame theni. Since 
a dictatorial regime is opposed to a 
democratic one, oppasite results are 
looked, for.

dear," I called, smiling. 'I've been 
thinking about them all afternoon." 

"You'd better do your thinking 
somewhere else" came the curt reply.

telligcnt,- and carried the plays past 
some rather slow pieces, of dialogue. 

The first play was an original cf-. 
fort by Cecil West, entitled Divi- 
dends; it deals with three politicians 
who are leading a war for the sake 
of their own profit. When this is ' 
discovered by a young and incorrup- 
tible captain of the army, they arc 
forced to have him executed to pre- 
vent exposure, ■ jind this execution 
leads to their ultimBte|; downfall at 
the hands lof revoiuUbnarles. Thé In- 
terest In the play centres around the 
character Storman, ably created by 
the author, and brilliantly inter- 
preted by Ruxton Byalt. Tryon Nlch- 
oU and Prank- Dawson are good as 
the youngvhçrpes of .the plot, while 
Nora Dawes-^gave promise In a rather 
negative part. 

The most strlkhig effort of the' 
evening, however, was The King's- 
Threshold, one of Yeats' poetical 
dramas: iiot, incidentally, a drama in 
the true sense of the word, for- no 
effort is made to represent a complete 
character, - outiities only being given, 
and iUustrated by "catch" lines. Due 
to Intrlqiic on the part' of tlie nobles, 
the Chief Poet of a mythical Irish 
kingdom is denied the privilege of a 
prominent scat at the King's tabic; 
and chooses death by starvation 
rather tlian continue to live after 
deprivation of the time-honoured 
privilege, bisàf fectionis sown ani<>ngst 
the populace, and there Is a steady 
stream of people pleading with the 
poet to discontinue his fast; 'but he 
docs not rclént until the King yields 
and confesses that the power of 
Poetry is superior to that of Mon- 
archy. Tlie .poetry is lofty and flows 
smoothly, arid the interpretation en- 
tered into the spirit of qualntness 
and phantasy characteristic of this 
masterpiece. John Ralph as the Poet,

from the farm, and 65% was required 
In casli outlay; (b) The German 
group used 55% in cash, and 45% from 
the farm: (c),The Mennonltcs get 
61% from produce and 39% from cash; 
and (d) The Doukhobors got 51% 
from the soil, and 49% in cash. Both 
the Doukhobor and the Mennonlte 
groups reduced their cost of living and 
the cash outlay to a minimum. They 
have; practically no social costs such 
as-for movles, churches, etc.. and they 
reduce the extraneous cash outlay 
such as for clothc.s. The women are 
very, good at handwork. 

There arc other communal costs 
such as for doctors, dentists, hospi- 



tals, schools, roads, a great proportion 
of which are provided by the various 
provhicial governments. There are 
schemes whereby the men can work 
the first few years at maktag their 
roads, and so cam money to help 
themselves alonz. 

At be;;t. concluded Miss Youngo, 
t!if.se settlement schemes can work 
only for a limited number of pcopld. 

At the conclusion of her talk Pro- 
fessor Laltinier of Macdonald College, 
and Professor Cullitlcn of the De- 
partment of Economics addressed the 
mcetinç.
